Hello Everyone, 


I want to give some updates on what has been happening with the homeless community on Carlos and 
Tamarind. About two weeks ago, around sunrise on the morning of 4th of July, I went out there to clean up the 
streets myself with a broom, dustpan, and some trash bags. I had been cleaning up for a few minutes when 
LAPD did a routine drive-by to announce that the homeless needed to take their tents down, per the city 
ordinance. I want thank Officer Diaz, I believe it was, and his partnering female officer for their continued 
support of the situation. The homeless people came out of their tents, and J was able to speak with them. I 
listened to them, and they listened to me. I think a little empathy went a long way. They don't like their 
situation anymore than we do. They know it's dangerous, and they don't have the security of a gate and a front 
door with a deadbolt. Homelessness is an epidemic in our city. We can spend a lot of time and effort trying to 
move them to a different spot, only to have another, and potentially more dangerous situation on our hands. I 
made a deal with them. I gave them my broom, dustpan, and some trash bags. I made them about 20 breakfast 
tacos (I'm originally from Austin, it's what I know). They agreed to keep the street clean, and keep out any 
mentally unstable and potentially dangerous people. I told them that I would continue to provide them with 
trash bags (which I have), food when I can, and cold water on a hot day (which I did when it got up over 100 
degrees last week). I also said I would speak to everyone on this email chain about potentially doing the same. 


I want to thank the LA Dept of Sanitation for coming by to pick up the trash that they accumulate. I know 
situations like this are all over the city, and there is more trash than we know what to do with. If anyone on this 
chain would like to help, and you don't feel comfortable going down there on your own. you are more than 
welcome to contact me, and I will come get what you have and take it down there. I think the situation has 
improved in the last two weeks, but this is going to take a constant effort. There is also another group of people 
I am in contact with over in Whitley Heights that organize once a month to make sandwiches for the homeless 
and hand them out around the neighborhood. I will be participating in their next outing on August 5th. I am 
happy to provide more information on that too if you would like. 


We all work, and we are all busy. If you catch yourself saying, "This is disgusting, someone should do 
something," you can do something. This might be a small effort, but it's a step in the right direction, and I think 
that's what this country needs right now.

As 
others quickly gathered to stop him J called 911. 


After minutes of being redirected I was asked to 
give descriptions of all the people involved and 
what I had witnessed. Whether I had seen a 
weapon or any actual violence. By the time I 
went back out to the corner to get a better look 
at them (for better descriptions on appearance) 
the main people involved were no longer there. 
Still 10+ people on the corner, mind you, 
whether spread out on the grass or watching 
from their vans. 


I was told since I had not seen a weapon or any 
direct violence there was nothing to be done, 
and to call back if I saw anything else. 


This corner is a ticking time bomb. Not to 
mention the fact that by the time anything gets 
reported or called in, and by the time officers 
arrive, it will likely be too late.
